The United Front program was first formulated by the 
Communist International In Dec&mber, 1931 » It waa intended to 
be the vehicle by which the Communist Party could reach the 
masses- It le defined as being "an arrangement for common action 
of people «tiG disagree on many things , but who are faced with a 
common peril, a ccAon need and a cannon willingness to fight 
co at least one compelling issue** 

The United Front coutanplntes a working arrangement 
between the Party and mass organisations, always, of course, with 
the ala of revolutionising the masgss. To this end the Party has 
endeavored to identify itself with the masses by working with 
certain appealable groups within the broad framework of that class 
of society known as the proletariat* Such appealable groups are 
the unemployed, the Hegro, the people opposing war, the Jew, who 
is opposed to fascism, and other similar groups# In order to co- 
ordinate the act i*i ties of the great variety of people falling 
within these separate groups the Comiainlet Party either erects 
an organisation such as the horkecro Alliance of America, and the 
Mail c oal Negro Congress, of penetrates an organisation which has 
already been created, such as the American Youth Congress. There- 
after, a program is prepared for such organisations by the Com- 
munist Party which Is intended to gradually revolutionise the masses 
within such organizations. The United front is therefore the broad 
policy of the Communist Party In the coordination of the efforts of 
ml\ of the various front organisations and directing them, toward one 
focal point which la ultimate proletarian revolution*

The American Newspaper Guild was formed in the 
summer of 1933* in El air* land, Ohio* Shortly thereafter a 
large number of ngwa.-jgpemen became interested and chose Haywood 
Broun as the President of the new orgajiization, because of the 
progressive character of hie leadership in the newspaper world* 
Broun remained President of the union until his death* There 
is no doubt hut what the union was originally formed for trade 
union purposes* 

Not long after its formation* however* it became 
dominated by a group of Left-Wing leaders and has remained under 
that type of leadership since it a formation* Broun has been 
alleged to have been both a Socialist and a Communist* although 
he denied the latter affiliation. 

The Guild has been largely under the leadership of 
newspapermen from New fork City* most of whom have been identified 
with the Left-Vftng element In labor circles for several years* 

The avowed aims of the organization are as follows: 

"The purpose of the Guild shall be to Reserve the 
vocational inter sets of its members and to Improve the 
conditions under which they work by collective bargaining 
and to raise the standards of journalism by such treasures 
as may be deemed necessary by the Nations!

Jlaritina 
Onion haa bean under titular leadership of Joseph Correa. It baa 
been an wtranely adiltant body and numeroue allegations *r* to 
the eTfect that it is completely under Communist Party domination. 

It has enjoyed a large measure of success end baa crgsniied 
approximately 65,000 mmnberfi on the East Coast, Qulf Coaat, wi 
the Orest UbM. It conducted strikes on the Beat and Gulf Cisats 
in the fall of 1936 and in the early part of 1937. 

It la alleged that the Coauminist Party baa always guided 
the work of Joseph Curran and that Curran takea hie orders from 
Roy Hudson, who la a number of the National Comilttee of the Coo- 
minlst Party* It ha a likewise bean alleged that the real head of
